# You Play With Fire, You Can Get Burned 


There has been much comment and discussion among 
eollectors in the past month, because of the apparent falling 
off in price of such things as the Farley Sheets, the Famous 
Americans, the recently highly touted Pony Express sheets 
and similar items. Real collectors should pay 
little attention to such antics as they should 
not be concerned about such fluctuations. 
The people who are complaining and who 
are doing the most of the talking are the 
speculators and not the collectors. Of course 
one can be both a collector and a speculator. 
A collector is that person who buys a single 
and a block, perhaps may collect plate num- 
j ber blocks and may want all positions, any- 

GEO. LINN thing that is a legitimate collection along | 
any certain lines, but no man who buys full sheetscan ever 
make anyone believe that the sheets are part of a collection. 
People just do not collect in full sheets, such buys are specu- 
lative, with the hope of a profit. 

It was the same thing that helped ruin interest in Air 
Mail Flights and is being done in the first day cover field. 
In these fields the collector should buy only one of any cov- 
er he wants. If he wants a single, a block and a plate block, 
that may be his plan for his collection, but one is all they 
should buy and let the dealer in such covers provide and 
lay up his own stock for future selling. But instead of do- 
ing this the average collector thinks he will be bright and 
get five or ten, that he will sell them to other collectors and 
perhaps make some profit. When you find so many doing 
this you will soon learn that you have no quick sale for yours 
and many who have bought in this manner soon find them- 
selves loaded up with a lot of duplicate covers for which 
there is no immediate market and it takes years for this 
material to gain in value to such an extent that you can ever 
get back what it cost you. After every first day issue we have 
seen covers offered by collector speculators of this type, for 
less money than they could have been bought for through 
a regular cover dealer. 

Due to this fact, many who started at one time to gather 
air mail or first day covers have become discouraged for 
lack of value increase and have given up in disgust. 

This same thing happens with buying mint sheets. You 
who buy mint sheets thinking to make a profit may make 
that profit if you will be patient enough to stick those sheets 
away for a period of several years before selling. You who 
think to sell soon and take a profit are disappointed. 

















to call it, we would urge that instead of sticking your money 
into full sheets at the agency that you go into the auctions 
and pick up one at a time, copies of all the older U. S. stamps 
which you do not have in your collections. 

Too many collectors today who state that they collect 
only U. S. have so little in 19th century U. S. in their collec- 
tions that it is pitiful to look at that portion of their collection. 

If the money that is put into full sheets of current issues 
by these collectors were dumped into the market for choice 
copies of 19th century issues, all such issues of the better 
grades would take such a jump in price that the catalogue 
could not keep pace with them. 

Besides that the advances would stand and stick because 
instead of getting a sheet of fifty stamps for your $1.50 you 
would get but one stamp for that sum and perhaps pay sev- 
eral times that sum for one stamp instead of getting two 
or three hundred identical stamps. 

Such a process would benefit you far more than specula- 
tion in current stuff and eventually, now current material 
would prove better for those who have a block and a single 
in their collection than it has proven in the past. 

After all, supply and demand is the main factor in prices 
for anything. When demand is strong enough, more recent 
stuff comes into the market. With old issues, the supply is 
so limited that any steady demand can do nothing else than 
boost prices at a very fast rate and those wise enough to in- 
vest that way will find the investment a sound one with 
little or no fluctuation in coming years. The only change wll 
be upward; you will get more interest from your collection 
too.

all sheets in the hands of speculators are cleaned up after 
which the stamps become stabilized and show continued 
advances year after year instead of jumping up and down 
as does the Pony Express sheet. At from $20 to $25 for this 
sheet which was prevalent price a month or two ago, many 
wise holders threw theirs in the market. The market was 
soon overloaded in that there were more sheets offered than 
the dealers could absorb, that is dealers who broke sheets to 
blocks and singles for retail sale, plus other speculators 
who grabbed on to a few sheets hoping that the price would 
continue to rise. 

This situation is the same as in other issues and the rise 
and fall of prices goes in cycles, when they get so high, more 
are tempted to unload and this unloading again forces prices 
down, but as the temporary reduction is made, the stamps 
will again come back and start advancing again, when the 
price gets a bit too low. 

If you play with fire, you can be burned and the same 
is true of you who speculate in stamps. There is no sure 
formula for you to follow, but all stamp collections would 
increase in value faster and be better investments for the 
owners if less people bought sheets for speculation and con- 
fined their purchase to the necessary stamps for their collec- 
tions. 

If we were asked to give a bit of advice to these people 
who feel the urge to speculate or invest as they may wish
